Inp1a.—Says the London Globe of Nov. 5th, 
**we have received Calcutta papers tothe Lith 
June. ‘The disturbances on the north cast front- 
tier had subsided; detach ts of the army had 
taken Nunclow, the stockaded villages of My- 
rug and Lungburee. Tecret Sing had escaped, 
and all the principal places on the frontier had 
sent in their submission. It is stated that the 
army in India expect not only that all their for- 
wer allowances will be given them, but that the 
India Directors will see the propriety of d.viding 
a large proportion of the money received from 
Ava, as the soldiers claim it for the conquest of 
that country; and they state that they were 
stopped by the order of the Commander-in-Chief 
at the very time they could without difficulty 
have pounced upon the treasure of Ava; and that 
it was, in fact, the undoubted property of the 
army. A memorial on this snbdject has been 
forwarded to England. 

Tunxry.—We have advices from Constanti- 
nople to 15th October, Admiral Malcom !:ad 
just arrived there, and had been presenied to 
the Sultan. General Dieb'tsch was still at Adri- 
ano : 

The passage of the Dardannelles was free to 
all merchant vessels, and the duties on transit 
were Withdrawn. The business of the port has 
assumed great briskness, from the facility the 
merchant vessels received in passing the Black 

Sea. From Sept. 26, to October 9th, no fewer 
than 160 vessels of diferent flags were seen on 
their way from the Mediterranean to the Black 
Sea. Three vessels under the Russian flag had 

passed before the capital witheut stopping, end 

without asking fer firmaans. 

Cosstastjsorpie, Oct. 4.—“A singular 
oceurieace recently took place here, which has 

excited the public astonishment in a high de- 
gice.

We have hitherto practised the 
strictest economy, and shall continue to de so, 
for we could not prevail on ourselves to procure 
even those c ts of life which support a 
state of prosperity while we stand amidst ruin, 
and are surrounded with the whole classes of po- 
palation languishing in the profoundest misery. 
You, Gentlemen, participate in those sentimenia, 
and have just given a proof of it by serving the 
nation in the character of its representatives 
without any remuneration. We flatter ourselves 
with the hope that those among you, who, ina 
the stn se ional edministration, take a share in 
the Government as well as other cirizens who 
~*~ be called to such function, will perceive 
with us that the public officers, under present 
circumstances, cannot receive salaries commen- 
surate with their rank or their services, but 
that such salaries must be strictly regulated ac- 
cording to the pecuniary means which the Go- 
vernment can command.

‘MECHANICS’ LIENS. 

the project of giving to Mechanics, Lum- 
ea athaen. &e., a lien for 
labour and materials, seems to ie ge esa = 

neighboering city; (New-York,) it may 
veal to om 5 the mechanics there what 
is believed to have been the result of our expe- 
rience since the enactment of the Liea-law in 

Penosylvania. : 

This law had its origin mainly in a single case, 
very singular in its character and circumstances. 
A citizen, of great enterprize, always the gene- 
rous patron of the industrious, and especially of 
the mechanics and labouring classes of our com- 
munity, whose confidence in him was unbouwnd- 
od, conesived the idea of erecting, for his resi- 
dence im this city, probably the most extea- 
sive and costly edifice ever projected in this 
country. Jt was began and continued for many 
years under the seperintendance and direction 
of the late Major L'Enfant, as the architect, a 
gentleman doubtless of great taste and ecieace, 
but net given to economy. At first, and perhaps 
for one or two years, the affairs of the proprie- 
tor being comperatively proeperous, payments 
were made satisfactorily te the mechanics and 

th He b » however, gradually more 
and more embarrassed, and eventually ruined 
and bankeupt, before a reof was placed over the 
immense Palace; and arrears remained due, to a 
very large ameunt, for its erection. In conse- 
queace of this, a numerous body of carpenters, 
masons, Ke. &e., were beggared. It was im- 
possible met to feel compassion for them; and it 
is certain that no one felt more than the unhap- 
py author of their calamity. 

There may have been some few other similar 
cases of minor importance; but the Lien-law is 
supposed to have originated in the popular feel- 
ing occasioned by that particularly stated. All 
were anxious to afford some better protection to 
our mechanics. But perhaps a more striking 
in@fance of the impolicy of founding a general 
system, upon tare individual cases, cannot be 
found than this. At least, such is the opinion 
of the writer. 

By the provisions of the Lien-law, every artifi- 
cer employed in constructing a building, and 
every person furnishing materials, may file his 
claim within a certain time, for whatever sum 
he alleges to be due to him; and the claim so 
filed operates as a lien on the building for what- 
evet may be found to be actually due. The pro- 
Prietor therefore finds himself exposed not only 
to just, but often to unjust demands; and until 
they are settled by the courts, his estate is fet- 
tered and encumbered, so that he docs not know 
what of it et leet will remain for him; atill lees 
will he find it easy to part with it to another 
wpon fair terms, and at a reasonable price. This 

certainty and embarrassment must continue 
for at least two years, the term allowed for filing 
liens, and may be prolonged by litigation much 

tther. Ifa man has furnished a load of lime, 
or of bricks,—and a dispute arises,—away he 
goes and files his lien,—the proprietor is at nis 
mercy, and is often obliged to give up a just de 
fense, in whele or in part, rather than submit to 
the injury and mortification of costs, and « de- 
Stee of disgrace. 


The consequence of ali this has been thal ia- 
dividuals, of the best ability and credit, have 
fora long time been very averse lo engage in the 

rection of buildings, or if they do, they take 
care to employ men of established cherecter, 
who are known seldom or never to avail tiiem- 
lves of the lien law. They are more liberal- 

y paid on this account—and become rich, tak- 
ng care to be satislied of the ability and integ- 
ity of their employers;—while the youthful, 
thaps not lees competent, industrious and en- 
erprising mechanics, are obliged to seek jobs 
camonally or conginue to work as journeymen. 
hey want means and an established reputation 

d ecedit—and with the pamlul pre-eminence 
‘of a tien law,’*—they find themselves in a de- 
Tee removed from confideace and omploy- 

nt. 

This latter description of persons have been 
riven for these reasons to another mode of be-

Such has been the course of my own observa- 
tion; and I find it confirmed by an intelligent 
mechanic with whom [I have contersed.— 
The lien law hae given a monopoly of building, 
&c. to wealthy mechanics kc. who are among 
the mot prospérous of our citizens; but it has 
| depressed othets in proportion; and has discur- 


| aged men of property from investing their mo- 


ney in, the erection of houses, finding more ad- 
vantage and lesa trouble in leasing their lots “oa 
trourid-rent, and waiting until houses are built 
by others; when generally they are sute to ob- 
tain them [ree frdth all encumbrances and under 
—_ the truth of these statements we may ap- 
peal tb the fact that cannot be denied, that we 
have more ruin and insolvencies among carpen- 
ters and masons who have been indiiced td en- 
ter into these speculations, than in any other 
clase of our citizens. For proof of it, go to our 
Insolvent Courts, and look at our Sheriff's ad- 
vertisements. 

Wishing well sincerely to the mechanics of 
New York, asa body, we would earnestly en- 
treat them not to be led astray by any imagi- 
nary advantages of this law intended for their 
protection. We believe that to most of them— 
with a fow, as here, it may be otherwise; it would 
be positively pernicious. Let them consider 
whether, with usual caution, and proper know- 
ledge of the ability and cha of those who 
would employ them, they will not find it better 
to rely on theso—rather than make an experi- 
ment, which will probably be followed by the 
inconveniences above mentioned. it must sure- 
ly operate to the injury of all but those mecha- 
nics who have established themselves in public 
confidence.
